CHICAGO, July 24—Oats kept on going. 
downward on the Board of Trade today 
despite the fact that July contracts have 
been closed out. The weakness in oats 
upset corn and had some influence in 
easing wheat prices. 

Many traders had believed that wind- 
ing up of dealings in July contracts yes- 
terday would create a firmer tone in 
grains, particularly oats. They were dis- 
appointed. Oats never showed — 
strength and before the session wa 
through all deliveries reached new hr 
son lows. 

Wheat and corn were steady at the 
start and corn at one time moved ahead 
briskly, largely on commission house 
buying. But the dragging tendency of 
oats was too much for the rest of 
market. Corn sold off rapidly toward 
the close, 

Wheat ended ‘'%-1% lower, September 
$2.30%-'4; corn was two cents lower 
Ye higher, September $1.74'4-$1.74:; oats 
were 1% to two cents lower. September 
74\a-74; rye was ‘a higher, December 
($1.875s, and soybeans were unchanged to 
‘one cent lower, November $2.98. 

Very favorable reports on oats yields 
caused the continued slump in that grain. 
With weather clear, and expected to re- 
main so over the weekend, harvesting 
was going ahead rapidly. Yields from 
parts of Iowa ranged from 50 to 100 
|bufshels to an acre. 
| The slump in wheat came in the face 
of rather favorable price making news. 
The Government raised its buying price 
for cash wheat, premiums on the cash 
grain have advanced in Texas and Okla- 
homa and extreme tightness was said to 
have developed in the flour market. The 
latter development was attributed to a 
more intensive inquiry from export 
SOUTCES, 

According to the Southwestern Miller, 
a trade publication, mills were paying 
8 to 9 cents a bushel over the Chicago 
September future for No. 1 hard wheat 
in the Southwest. That was a jump of 
4 to 5 cents from recent lows, but the

Growing Perennials From Seed 


Have you ever known the 
thrill of growing perennials 
from seed? You are not a real 
Green Thumber until you do. 

Such plants are loved and 
tended with a devotion that no 


and getting them into the. beds 
this Fall, where they will be all 
set for blooming with the com- 
ing of Spring. 

Mrs. Boyce Gilbert, a mem- 
ber of the Garden Club of 


and considers it just as simple 
a process as any other garden- 
ing chore. Here is her secret: 
Any time from now until the 
first of August is the appointed 
time, Use shallow wooden boxes 


or a cold-frame. Fill seedbeds 
with equal parts of rich wood- 
soil, sand and peat moss, to- 
gether with a light sprinkling of 
commercial fertilizer, sifting 
finely to remove all lumps, 
trash, etc. Wet down beds and 
allow them to settle a day be- 
fore planting. Sow seeds thinly 
and in rows, covering very light- 
ly with some of the same soil 
and tamping down firmly. 

Keep seedbeds damp at all 
times, but not soggy-wet. Cover 
with a pane of glass and lay 
paper on top of glass, keeping 
such covering on until seeds 
have germinated and developed 
two to three sets of leaves. After 
that, harden off plants by giving 
them a little sun the first day 
and increasing a little at the 
time until they are able to take 
full sun. 

The reason for planting seed 
sparsely is to give them enough 
room to be le@t in the seed boxes 
until they are planted in their 
permanent beds about the mid- 
dle of October or the first of 
November, according to the time 
the Fall rains begin. There’s no 
point in putting out young, ten- 
der plants as long as the sun 
is still blistering hot and the 
ground is dry. But, planted at 
a seasonable time, in well-pre- 
pared ground enriched by sea- 
soned stable fertlizer, most per- 
ennials will establish a good root 
growth before the Winter freezes 
set in and will need only an 
extra boost of commercial ferti- 
lizer next Spring to get right 
off to blooming. 

Mrs. Gilbert has experiénced 
great success in raising such 
perennials as columbine, Chi- 
nese delphinium, pyrethrum, 
candytuft, Canterbury bell, fox- 
glove, statice, forget-me-not, 
platycodon, nierembergia, shasta 
daisy and yellow alyssum in this 
way. She also grows irises, 
hemerocallis and native azaleas

Bill Murray never met D. W. Griffith. But he knew him “by 
reputation.” 

Murray, now manager of the Rialto Theater, recalled yesterday 
following the death of the pioneer maker of movies, that Griffith’s 
name was a box-office magnet during the silent era. 

“All I had to do when I played one of his pictures,” Mur- 
ray said, “was to hang out a sign which said ‘New D. W. Grif- 
fith Film Now Playing.’ That did it.” 

Griffith died Friday morning of a brain hemorrhage. And he 
closed the cover on a chapter in the history of Hollywood and the 
movies which read like one of his movie scenarios. 

He was one of the first “giants” of the industry, but when it is 
considered the fortune he consumed during his fabulous career, 
he left very little material gain. His estate was valued at $50,000. 
He had lived alone for a great while in a modest hotel in Holly- 
wood—the city he helped turn into the cinema capital of the world. 


Made First of Hollywood ‘Epics 


Griffith made the first of the great “epic” movies. It was 
“The Birth of a Nation.” That film still stands as one of the 
greatest screen achievements of our time. 

Griffith’s career was different from any of the modern movie 
makers. D. W., as he was affectionately known to his thousands 
of friends, started his career as a mailing-room employee in his 
brother’s newspaper in a small Kentucky town. He soon found 
his forte was acting and he joined a Louisville stock company. 
Shortly after the turn of the century he ventured to the West 
Coast, where he gained a reputation for writing a scenario for the

‘Walkout Tactics’ Aren't Doing So. Well 


The best show that has been staged in Georgia politics in years was put on by Ed Rivers when the 
State's best political orator subdued a crowd of booers in the heart of Talmadge territory. A move 
led by Talmadge campaign workers strategically placed to have the 5,000 persons at Vidalia walk 
off and leave Rivers to talk to himself failed. Rivers “told off” his booers in a daring face-down 
which drew applause and caused the walkers-off to pause on a street corner well within earshot of 


the loudspeaker and hear him out. More than 
2,000 of the original crowd held their ground 
and heard this little man tell his hecklers that 
they didn’t have the guts to listen to him, and 
that their heroes—Herman Talmadge and Marvin 
Griffin—didn’t have the guts to sit through his 
speech as he had sat through their denunciation 
of him. 

Rivers, who is denounced by persons of many 
factions for different things, shows up in his 
best colors when he is fighting alone with his 
back against the wall. His performance at Vi- 
dalia recalled his performance at the Jackson- 
Jefferson Day dinner. When all others had 
run out on him, the retiring National Commit- 
teeman declared he would hold-a Democratic 
dinner if he had to eat alone—and the crowd, 
admiring his courage, flocked to the dinner. 


The walkout tactics apparently are Herman 
Talmadge’s version of Gene Talmadge’s old 
plan of breaking up an opponent’s speech. 
When the late Governor was to appear last on 
a program with his opponent, he would arrive 
in the middle of his opponent’s speech—with 
sirens blowing and stooges cheering. The cam- 
paign workers for young Talmadge _ twice 
have tried the walkout plan without success. 
Herman shared the platforin with Acting Gov. 
Thompson at the Pine Tree Festival at Swains- 
bere before the campaign opened. As soon 
as he finished speaking, Talmadge said he 
had to leave town. Roy Harris and others tried 
to get the crowd to walk off and leave Thomp- 
son without an audience, but the move failed. 


The booers usually-get the worst of it when 
they face a speaker with courage. In 1946 the 
late Eugene Talmadge turned some Tech stu- 
dents’ heckling at the Erlanger Theater to his 
own advantage. His opponent, Jimmy Car- 
michael, denounced Talmadge’s booers and ap- 
pealed to the crowds to give all candidates a 
fair hearing. By the time this column is pub- 
lished, Herman Talmadge probably will have 
issued a statement deploring the action of the 
booers at Vidalia. 

While Thompson was buttering up to Tom 
Linder at Fitzgerald, Rivers made a play for 
Sen. Russell’s supporters who were wooed in 
high-power fashion by the Talmadge delegates 
at the Democratic National Convention when 
they boosted Russel] for President. Speaking 
primarily for the benefit of his newspaper and 


radio audience, Rivers reminded the people of 
the fight Gene Talmadge made on Russell in 
1936. In this confused political stage, however, 
when Thompson has the backing of Columbus 
Roberts and seeks that of Linder, Rivers didn’t 
go into detail about the “Four R” campaign in 
1946—when the battle cry was Roosevelt, Rus- 
sell, Rivers and Roberts against Talmadge, Red- 
wine and Linder. 


THE “WOOL HAT boys” saw another “new 
look” adopted for Herman Talmadge’s campaign 
when Talmadge spoke at Fort Valley. Beauti- 
ful girls, clad in colorful red shorts or blue 
shorts and white blouses — and red suspenders 
and Talmadge red neckties—went through the 
crowd selling Talmadge tags for the cars. The 
hawking of Talmadge colors by pretty whistle- 
inspiring girls gave the gathering more of the 
atmosphere of a football game than a political 
barbecue.

The more they insisted the extreme of the Southern position,

Defeat those who shouted in their wake, heedlessly, but inexor- 
ably, compelled the nomination of Harry S. Truman and created the 
forces which were able to push through a strong civil rights plank 
and which may be able to write them into law. The more respon- 
sible Southern leaders were driven into silence or into going along. 

The Southern people need to know this and be guided by it, 
now and in the future: If States’ rights are to be saved in any de- 
gree they will have to be saved on the floor of Congress and they 
will surely be lost there if the clamorous “Dixie-crats”’ continue as 
heedless as before.

Such national figures as Gov. Earl Warren, of California, now 
the Republican Vice Presidential nominee, for years has vigorously 
opposed the lessening of State authority and “rights.”

These things may be 
dear to many and certainly are hateful to many. But they are not 
States’ rights. 


Ruin There were many in the Northern wing of the Party 

equally jealous of States’ rights. There were many who 
wanted to help the South. There were others who, knowing that 
the South lags behind public opinion on the race question, as the 
North runs ahead of it, wanted to avoid any violent disruptions of 
Southern concepts. 

Many were aware of the difficult problem in the South where 
is the majority of the Negro population and where also is to be 
found the fewest jobs and the least income. 

But all these were thrust aside by the bolters and the “‘Dixie-crat” 
type of thinking. To have pleased these elements the National 
Convention would have had to disavow the entire civil rights 
concept and the whole American tradition of equal rights and 
privileges for all.

TATE MOUNTAIN—That old hill over there has been around here a long 
time, I guess, for it looks worn and round-shouldered, shaggy and old. Time 
was, I suppose, when it was a proud mountain, standing up high, with snow on 
its crest and on its shoulders great scarps of bare granite all broken and jagged.

I am a candidate for the office of Governor of Georgia in the 
primary of Sept. 8. I seek the office on the record I have made in 
the 15 months I have been holding it. I am indeed indebted to 

. The Atlanta Contitution for making this space 
available in order that I may frankly discuss with 
you the record I have made and upon which I 
ask your vote of confidence. 

I took over the office of Governor in March 
of 1947, three days before the biennial session of 
the General Assembly was to end. The first 67 
days of that session were under the administra- 
tion of a man the Supreme ®ourt ruled held the 


office illegally and later declared every act per- 


formed during those 67 days was invalid. 

No new laws of consequence were passed and 
approved during those final three days during 
which I sat as the legal Governor. I must say 
few if any new laws were needed. During the

Are brown eggs or white eggs more nutritious? 


The color of the shell has nothing to do with the composition 
of the egg. Eggs are intended by nature to form and nourish young 
birds and they all need concentrated food, without regard to the 
color of the shell. However, despite this lack of difference, many 
people prefer one type egg to the other. In Boston, for instance, 
brown eggs are generally considered “richer” and bring better 
prices. But in New York white eggs are considered more elite and 
are priced higher than the brown.

Mrs. Braggiotti said, when she confirmed that she 

and her husband had decided to get a divorce. 
“But I have an allergy to the kitchen. It was 
agonizing at first. I used to be very untidy. [m 
not any more.” 

About her husband, she “Mario is a 
wonderful person. I admire him as an artist, but 
we just don’t seem to get along well under the 
same roof.” 

Mario, too, is tall and good-looking and pos-

sesses an effortless charm. He and Mary were 
still good friends. The pianist, who began giving 
solo concerts after the dissolution of his piano 
playing partnership with Jacques Fray, spent 
Christmas ih Arizona with his wife and son. He 
expected to have the boy with him this summetf 
during a musical writing stint in Hollywood. 

In his spare time, Braggiotti was working on 
a cookbook he aimed to have published. He said 
it not only will tell how to cook his favorite dishes 
(mostly Italian and Southern French with empha- 
sis on sauces and seasoning) but also the proper 
food for various occasions. The musician devoted 
a chapter on how to cook neatly with only the 
things in front of you that are needed.

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The Chorus Girl Who Was Destined to Become a Great Musical 
Comedy Star Clenched Her Fist and Landed a Punch on 
the Stage Manager's Nose That Sent Him Reeling.

HE dimpled beauty on' the end of the chorus 

line danced into the comparative privacy of the 

wings, whirled, and still smiling, hit the stage 
manager on the nose. 

It wasn’t a slap} it was a punch delivered with 
the authority of a trained prizefighter. The stage 
manager reeled back, felt his nose, and said: 

“Watch ypur temper, Adele. Some day it will 
be the death of you.” 

The warning was lost on Adele Ritchie, the 
Dresden China Doll, of Broadway, around the 
turn of the century. 

She lost her temper repeatedly in the ensuing 
years; lost it for the last time in 1930, when she 
killed her best friend and. herself in a bizarre 
tragedy that shocked the nation. 

Her appearance belied the fiery nature of her 
temperament. Broadway was fooled completely 
after she made her first appearance in “The Isie 
of Champagne,” in 1893. 

Stage door Johnnies took one look at the wide, 
staring eyes, the dimpled chin and the pink-white 
complexion nurtured an a Pennsylvania farm-—- 
and showered her with offers. 

The offers included furs, jewels, apartments; 
everything but marriage. 

Adele Ritchie might have been forgiven for 
accepting some of them, or at least having her 
pretty head turned. 

But the offers were rejected and her fingers, 
not her head, turned. They turned inward to form 
small but effective fists that left their pink and 
purple trademarks on many a masculine jowl as 


Adele fought for herself-——and for recognition 
behind the. footlights. 

She got her recognition in such productions as 
“Floradora,” “The Wizard of the Nile,” “Glittering 
Gloria,” ““The Paradise of Mahomet,” and a dozen 
other hits, in most of which she was starred. 

Her “spunk,” as’ they were calling courage in 
those days, made her plenty of enemies but won 
her thousands of friends along Broadway. 

At one time, the only feminine performer con- 
sidered her rival in the musical comedy field was 
Marie Dressler, later to win her greatest acclaim in 
Hollywood. 

Adele Ritchie, the Dresden China Doll, was 
irked by the comparison. Somebody, possibly 
Adele, demanded a showdown. 

“Let the theatre-goers vote to decide which is 
the more popular—Marie or Adele,” was the edict. 
They voted, and Adele Ritchie won. 

By now, the established star was receiving 
offers of marriage from the most eligible bache 
lors of New York, London and Paris. Reporters 
cornered her after one matinee and asked if she 
were engaged to marry Louis Sherry, son of the 
famous restaurateur and caterer. 

Adele dimpled and lowered her blue eyes. 

“But, Miss Ritchie,” one reporter protested, 
“we have to tell our editors something. What 
shall we say?” 

She dimpled and winked. 

“Just say that I blushed,” she said coyly. 

It wasn’t until 1913 that she consented to 
become a bride. Her first husband was Charles

Nels6n Bell, son of a New Jersey banker, and the 
honeymoon had its bad moments when Mrs. Bell 
No. 1 charged it was a bigamous wedding; that 
Bell’s divorce from her was illegal. 

Adele kept smiling, while doubling up her fists, 
but the courts beat her to the punch and gave the 
blessings of the law to the honeymooners. 

Adele ended the marriage with a divorce in 
Philadelphia on Feb. 2, 1916, and ran from the 
courthouse to catch a train for Toronto, Canada. 

There, the next day, she married Guy Bates 
Post. Broadway,, which had sighed over her first 
wedding, applauded this one. Post was as big in 
his field, drama and light comedy, as Adele was 
in hers, musical comedy. 

“And such temperaments!” the Broadwayites

exclaimed. “Now we'll see the sparks fly!” The 
sparks flew, but not between the newlyweds. 

Adele went on tour with “The Gir] in the Taxi- 
cab,” with’ Carter De Haven as her leading man. 
During a performance in Chicago, De Haven did 
or said something that displeased her. 

She doubled up her fists again and gtarted 
punching. After bystanders had pulled her away 
from the hapless actor, she sued him for $50,000 
charging slander, but the action.was dropped. 

She was easily provoked in Chicago, apparently. 
Three years later, on her return to the city, she 
slapped the ears of a process server who was try- 
ing to serve a summons involving a pair of silk 
tights that cost $87. 

Married life, on the other hand, was calm and 
uneventful, especially after the movies beckoned 
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and Mr. and Mrs. Guy Bates Post opened a hill- 
side home in Hollywood! They entertained fre- 
quently and their friends termed them the perfect 
couple. 

Which they seemed to be-—until Adele got a 
divorce in Becember, 1929, charging desertion. 
Post did not oppose the action. She was awarded 
$1,000 in cash and $300 a month until she should 
marry again. 

His marriage to Adele and the subsequent 
divorce, significant as they may have been to her, 
had little effect on the matrimonial and theatri- 
cal careers of Guy Bates Post. 

He married his leading lady, Lillian Kimball 
Cooper, and continued his career as a matinee idol. 
For some time after the advent of talking pictures 
he remained in the background, but in 1947, at 
the age of 72, he essayed what critics called a 
comeback. 


ITTINGLY enough, the play was a revival of

Pacific Coast before starting a tour of the Middle 
West. 

The divorce was the beginning of the end for 
Adele Ritchie Post. 

“Now,” she exclaimed triumphantly, “I am free 
for the finst time in my life. I have been away 
from the theatre too long.” 

She went to the artists’ colony at Laguna 
Beach, between Los Angeles and San Diego, to 
act as director-producer for the Community The- 
atre. In that capacity she met her fate in the 
striking person of Mrs. Doris Murray Palmer, a 
wealthy divorcee from Albert Lea, Minn., acknowl- 
edged the most beautiful woman in the colony. 

The tall, 32-year-old brunette soon became 
Adele’s best friend. 

The veteran actress, now 55, moved into Mrs. 
Palmer’s pretentious home. on the outskirts of the 
colony. They made an aggressive theatrical team 

Adele producing, Mrs. Palmer designing sets. 

They worked together, played together, and 
planned together for several months with never a 
disagreement. Until. one day, Adele was rudely

But Anna Jacobson didn’t laugh. Her eyes 
sought and held his and there was a thoughtful 
look in them as the bus pulled out. She wrote 
to him, and responded to his bashful wooing. 
It was only natural that they should be married 
and go to live in the open, under a tree in the 
Hollywood hills, as befitted the author of the 
haunting hit song, “Nature Boy,” 

Since that fateful meeting in 1947, a contro- 
versy developed over the authorship and owner- 
ship of the song. 

In a Federal Court suit charging plagiarism, 
Attorney A. Edward Masters of New York 
claimed the words and music of ‘“‘Nature Boy’”’ 
had been taken from a 1935 Jewish song hit, 
“Schweig Mein Hartz’ (Be Calm My Heart) 
published by J. & J. Kammen Music Co., but 
Ahbez was not bothered by the action. 

Nothing material has bothered him-in the 
35 years of his life, which began in Brooklyn. 
When he was eight years old he was sent to 
live on a farm in southeastern Kansas, where 
he stayed until he was 14. Then the open road 
and the fields beckoned. 

His food wants were simple. A strict vege- 
tarian, he lived on fruits and vegetables as he 
worked his way back and forth acréss the 
country. Because he had no great urge to make 
money, Ahbez had time on his hands. He man- 
aged to study the piano for a year. 

“IT always heard music in my head,” he ex- 
plained. “At night, I often went into an empty 
church, found a piano and played melodies. 
Many times nobody knew I had been there, 
dreaming and playing.” 

He said he had the strains of “Nature Boy’’ 
in his head for seven years before Bandleader 
Nat (King) Cole played it on the piano and 
recording companies hastened to make records 
that will bring Eden Ahbez an estimated $50,000. 

The sudden influx of money made no great 
change in his way of living. He had no steaks 
to buy at inflated prices. He had never used 
liquor or tobacco, 

“I just breathe deep,”’ he said, “and get the 
same exhilaration tobacco and liquor might 
give me.” 

He was equally unconcerned by the housing 
shortage and rising rents. 

He does pay rent, showever. The owner of 
the lot containing the big tree that is the Ahbez 
roof fixed the weekly rental at $3.75, for Eden 
and his bride; with a water faucet included. 

After his marriage he invested in a double 
sleeping bag, an extra towel, cups, saucers ana 
knives. The food budget went up to $3 a week, 
all expended for fruit, vegetables and nuts. 

Ahbez made his first cash investment; he 
sold his bicycle and bought a jeep. 

Hollywood, the land of make-believe, soonsé 
became accustomed to the man with the flowing — 
beard and long hair at the wheel of the little 
auto the army made famous. If a few curious 
stared, Eden Ahbez didn’t notice. A _ great 
admirer of the late Mahatma Gandhi, he learned ° 
how to lose himself in soul-searching long ago. 

“In each of us are unknown depths of being,”’ 
he said. “The more one explores those depths 
the less he needs outside things. There is some- 
thing eternal in every one of us. When we 
learn to balance that factor of eternity against 
the stresses of the moment we find happiness. 

“To find happiness as I have known it all my 
life requires an understanding of the sense of 
values, the ability to see value in simple things.” 

Mrs. Eden Ahbez, the girl who caught the 
note tossed from the bus ‘window, and didn't 
laugh, nodded solemn agreement. 

Then, womanlike, she -said there were a 
couple of things her husband had forgotten. 

“Some day,” she said, “we're going to take 
some of the money and build a little cabin in the 
hills somewhere in southern California.” 

“And live indoors?” 

“Only in rainy or stormy weather,” they 
chorused., 

The other thing? 

Well, she said proudly, a baby was on the 
way but the coming event would make no change 
in the lives and habits of Eden and Anna Ahbez. 

“We'll wait until the baby comes,” she ex- 
plained. ‘‘Then we'll try to be like him, or her, 
instead of trying to make our child be like us. 
That seems the natural and simple thing to do.”

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Some Words Have Meant Generous 
' Bequests to Many Workers Who 
Rendered Faithful Service 

to Their Employers

HEWING reflectively on a dying cigar, mil- 
lionaire New York insurance’ executive 
Martin T. Ford gazed across his office at his 

faithful, efficient assistant, Rhea Hayward. 

“Wonderful woman, Rhea,” he mused. “A 
man’s lucky to have a person like that working 
for him. I'll remember her in my will.” 

Even if she had known what her boss was 
thinking, Rhea probably wouldn't have been very 
impressed. Ford, a cheerful, hard-working man, 
often assured friends and business associates that 
he would provide for them after his death. 

Very few ever took him seriously. They had 
heard of such promises before, and knew that it is 
seldom such words find expression in wills. 

But Ford was different from most people. His 
friendship didn’t stop with words. When he died 
several years ago at the age of 85, he left an 
estate of $1,164,738. 

In his will, he named 141 persons who were to 
receive the fruits of his life-long labor. To Rhea 
Hayward he left $46,093 outright and a 10 per cent 
share of the estate remaining after payment of 
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his other bequests. Leonora B. Licht, his secre- 
tary, was awarded $37,856 in cash and a 12 per 
cent interest in the residuary estate. 

His other.gifts ranged all the way down to a 
$100 bequest left to an office boy. 

“My beloved wife and parents predeceased 
me,” Ford wrote in his will, “and having no child, 
or children, I have carefully considered the matter 
of distributing my residuary estate.” 

“T have decided, therefore, to dispose of..(it).. 
among those who have been most helpful in the 
carrying out of my life’s work. 

In this category Ford included not only busi- 
ness associates, but relatives and casual! acquaint- 
ances as well. One lucky friend, Mrs. Chloe 
Herring Mason of Port Washington, L. I., had not 
even seen her benefactor for years. 

“He used to say he would remember me in his 
will,” she explained, “and I just laughed. He never 
cared about clothes, and I don’t think he had a 
second suit. But he had a heart of gold.” 

Though remarkable, Ford’s kindliness was by 
no means unique... J. Harvey Gravell, president of 
the American Chemical Paint Co. of Ambler, Pa., 
left the bulk of his $3,000,000 estate to 15 em.- 
ployes when he died in December, 1939. 

He had started in business, Gravel! said in his 
will, “with nothing but a bucket, a stick and an 
idea. ..“‘And it is my purpose, in the disposition of 
my estate, to place the control and ownership of 
it largely in the hands of my business associates 
and employés who have engaged with me in the 
management and operation of the business.’ 

Gravell’s secretary, Clara C. Bordona, received 
50 shares of sioeck and $100,000 in cash. The stock 
left to his other employes was placed in trust for 
10 years, after which each beneficiary will own 
his shares ou.right. 

An even more direct gift was given to 244 
employes of Charles’ Pfizer & Co., Inc., a New 
York chemit¢al concern. When bachelor-president 
Charles Pfizer died at the age of 70 in 1940, he 
left $237,000 in cash to his associates. 

The bequests ranged from $4,000 to each of 24 
employes to $250 left to 108 others. 

Similar rewards for their devoted service were 
bequeathed by Edward P. Faunce, Brookline, 
Mass., shoe and towel magnate, to three long-time 
employes who shared in his $750,000 estate 
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you in my will 


In his will, drawn a year and a half before his 
death last December, the 84-year-old executive 
stipulated that the W. T. Faunce & Son Footwear 
Co. be divided equally between “my faithful secre- 
tary,’ Mary J. Gray, and Merton H. Caldwell, 
manager of the business. Both were also willed 
$5,000 in cash and a share in the residuary estate. 

A third Faunce employe, Ella B. King, was 
bequeathed the Providence Towel Supply Co., 
Providence, R. 1. of which she was treasurer. 
Faunce had owned the business for many years. 

Three other employes who benefited from the 
kindrfess of their boss were James Patterson, 
Leman Wilcox and Frances Crowell. They were 
willed $23,000 by Henry W. Bliss, president of the 
Massachusetts Mohair Plush Co. 

Patterson, who had been Bliss’ chautfeur for 
20 years before the latter’s death in 1947. was 
bequeathed $10,000. An additional $9,000 was 
willed to Wilcox who had been the caretaker of 
the Bliss summer home at Rangley, .Me., for 
nearly 40 years. Miss Crowell, the executive’s 
private nurse, was awarded the remaining $4,000. 

Equally generous was the will of Chicagoan 
Alfred F. Frieder, a partner in the Satisfactory 
Shoe Co. When he died last October, Frieder be- 
queathed his $325,000 estate to 13 people. Five 
were business associates, five were friends and 
three were relatives. 

Hilda Lonsdale, an English maid-companion, 
was recently left a large inheritance by her em- 
ployer, Annie Laura Sampson of Langthorpe, 
Yorkshire. 

Hilda, who worked for Miss Sampson 15 years, 
was paid $8 a week during the elderly woman's 
lifetime. When her 89-year-old employer died last 
year, however, Hilda was willed the income from 
$56,000 for the rest of her life. 

Another woman who remembered those who 
had served her faithtully was Mrs. Effie Mce- 
Namara of Union Center, Wis. Before her death 
last year, Mrs. McNamara stipulated in her will 
that her $22,000 estate be divided equally between 
seven-year-old. Ronny Markee, a neighborhood 
youngster who had run errands for her, and a 70- 
year-old blacksmith, Charles Johnstone, who had 
acted as her caretaker. 

She, like Martin Ford and the others, gladly 
paid “for services remembered.”

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HAT was the real truth behind the 
W stories about zombies, the so-called 
“living dead?” 

That became the next item on red#haired 
Inez Wallace’s agenda of dangerous enterprises 
after she had witnessed, while in the West In- 
dian island of Jamaica, a weird example of 
homicidal voodooism. 

What she found out during her Haitian in- 
vestigation about the zombie legend, and how 
she risked her life to get a story—later made 
into a film destined to be placed in the motion 
picture archives of the’ Library of Congress- 
constitute one of the most extraordinary of this 
Cleveland newspaperwoman’'s experiences. 

However, the Jamaican and Haitian adven- 
tures were but two of the high lights of a life 
conspicuous for audacious curiosity. 

It was curiosity that impelled her to look 
into a certain New -Mexican murder mystery 
which, as she knew before she went there, con- 
tained enough dynamite—so to speak—to sink 
a ship. 

After she dared to take pictures of the mur- 
der scene, a voice over the telephone told her 
that she would “never leave town alive with 
those negatives!” 

“Let anyone try to stop me!” she retorted 
—-and got away with it. 

It was curiosity, again, that led her to de- 
scend into an abandoned turquoise mine which, 
she discovered, had become the home of a colony 
of rattlesnakes. 

She still wonders how she happened to re- 
tain her co-ordination as she cautiously re- 
treated from that dreadful spot, up the rotting 
ladder to which she clung. 

It was not curiosity, precisely, but rather 
the resolve to get a good story, that sent her 
to Mexico City im 1943 to report for The 
American Weekly on the activities-in-exile of 
King Carol of Rumania and his long-time com- 
panion, Magda Lupescu. . 


[NEZ had set her sights on a previously dis- 

cussed trip to South America and the Greater 
Antilles. She wanted to gather material for 
stories about Aztec ruins, the emerald mines of 
Bogota and the head-hunting Indians of Ecuador. 

“You can make that trip any time,” she was 
told. “This job ought to be fun. Roving around 
among headhunters is no fife for a woman— 
it’s too dangerous! This’ll be a holiday!” 

It turned out to be anything but that. In 
Mexico, she encountered certain individuals who 
were deep in international intrigue and sus- 
pected every question she asked, every move 
she made. 

To get ‘her story, she néeded all the courage 
and resourcefulness she possessed.

More recently, she became involved in quite 
a different, yet nonetheless breathless, situation.

“Dahlias in the Rain,” whose locale would be 
somewhere in the desert south of Santa Fe, 
she proceeded to that city, hired a well-recom- 
mended guide, Norbert Staab, and set forth to 
find the ideal spot at which to place her fic- 
titious adobe house in the blistering wastes of 
the Los Cerrilos mountains. 

Officials of the Museum of New Mexico had 
advised her to take along, beside her guide, 
some native familiar with the region. Accord- 
ingly they picked up a wrinkled half-caste Indian 
of uncertain age at a run-down general store 
near the Petrified Forest. He assured them he 
knew the right route, 

Before they took” off, -however, an elderly 
woman in the store warned them that this fellow 
Joe could not be depended on; she declared he 
had become a helpless slave of liquor and mari- 
juana cigarets.

Des- 
perdtely he pulled the plane out of its dive, coaxed 
it up to 2,000 feet and turned toward home. But 
Anderson realized it was no use. He knew he had 
to bail out. He’ jumped, but the Thunderbolt’s 
tail hit him on the left leg just above the knee.. 
Blind with agony, the 5 feet 4 inch, 140-pound 
pilot floated heiplessly down in a plowed’ field 
under the guns of two German soldiers. 
German doctors applied tanic acid to the gaping 
hole in Miller’s leg, but infection grew steadily 
worse. Hope was almost gone when advancing 
American troops captured the hospital and U. 38. 
Army Medical Corps surgeons moved in. 
They talked of amputation but Miller Anderson 
refused to listen. All his life he had dreamed of 
becoming Olympic diving champion. 
Weeks dragged by and Anderson’s courage and 
determination paid off. When he returned to 
Ohio State University in September, 1945, he was 
walking with the assistance of a cane, his left leg 
in a cast covering silver plates. 
All these things flashed through Miller Ander- 
son’s mind:as he sat in the quiet locker room. 
“I won't quit,” he said over and over. “I won’t.” 
When Mike Peppe walked imto the locker room 
he found a new Miller Andersen. 
“Coach, I’m going to dive again. And I’m 
going to be a champion. WNething will stop me.” 
Coach Peppe saw the ' wasn’t discouraged.

LMOST every day, year In and out, the 

Federal Food and Drug Administration in 

Washington and the American Medical 
Association in Chicago are reminded of fatherly, 
warm-hearted Dr. Elisha Perkins and his wonder- 
ful little gimcrack made of-copper, zinc, iron, 
silver, platinum and gold. 

He was the first great gadget man in medicine. 
With two small metallic rods, he said, he could 
relieve sharp pain and cure grave ills. 

Now there is a host of gadgeteers. As one 
contraption succeeds for a while, then loses favor, 
another takes its place. Sometimes it seems to 
sound medica] men and to Federal investigators 
that Dr. Perkins’ successors—with their absurd 
and often tragic cure-alls—are able to find a 
desperate, trusting public awaiting them as he did. 

A glance at him is a good introduction to them. 
He was, in his prime, a strapping six-footer; 
kindly, sympathetic; a busy practitioner in 
Norwich, Conn., and the surrounding countryside. 

There it was said of him in the latter part of 
the 18th century, when he was chairman of the 
Windham County Medical Society and a delegate 
to the Connecticut Medical Society convention: 

“He could get along on,four hours rest at night 
and ride 60 miles a day without the use of ardent 
spirits.” 

He was a stable and respected doctor, and thus 
it came as a shock to the Connecticut Medical So- 
ciety when he reported to it that he had discovered 
a way to make two small metal rods with which 
he could draw disease from the human body. 

“The news was received by some with doubt 
and caution and by others even with contempt,” 
said a contemporary report. 

This did not trouble Dr. Perkins. In a small 
furnace in his home, he began to turn out the rods 
in bulk. He used them, himself, on patients. 
Others began to use them. The stories of their 
wonder-working spread afar. 

The rods, called “Perkins’ Patent Tractors,” 
came in pairs. One was supposed to be made of 
copper, zinc and a little gold. The other was 
supposed to be made of iron with some silver 
and platinum. 

It was the good doctor’s theory that metallic 
substances influence nerves and muscles. “He said 
he had noticed, when operating on a patient, that 
a muscle would suddenly contract when ,the point 
of a metallic instrument came into cofitact with 
it. From this he deduced that the right combina- 
tion of metals; applied externally, might work a 
wonder beyond that of any pill in his satchel. 

Of course, he said, a certain technique was 
necessary in the use of the tractors. He knew the 
technique and he disclosed it. 


N MANY cases, it was proper, he said, to draw 

the instrument from the pained parts to the 
extremities. It was important that the tractors 
be drawn downward. To draw them upward, he 
believed, ‘would intensify the disease. 

Throughout Connecticut, word of the wonder- 
ful tractors went. The state medical society re- 
mained aloof. Dr. Perkins did not mind that. The 
people he treated, and the people who were treated 
by his disciples, gave sufficient testimonials. 

Encouraged by them, he moved upon Phila- 
delphia. The doors of hospitals, poorhouses and 
infirmaries were opened to him. 

He drew pain from people in agony, it was 
said, and made the crippled walk. As Dr. Walter 
R. Steiner, in an excellent study of the life of 
Perkins, reveals, the city hailed him. 

“Diseases of the most obstinate nature, which 
had baffled medical art, were removed by the 
metallic tractors,” it was reported. “Many per- 
sons of an advanced age, who had been crippled 
for years with chronic rheumatism, were, in sev- 
eral instances, perfectly cured.” 

Perhaps this was true. To make a cripple walk 
--a certain kind of cripple—is not impossible. 
Many a family doctor (he doesn’t have togee a 
psychiatrist) does it by the power of suggestion 
in cases of hysterical paralysis. 

Anyway, Dr. Perkins claimed he did it, with 
the aid of the gadget. The claims—and the sale 
of the gadget—broadened. From New England 
to the Southern states, the craze for ‘Perkins’ 
Patent Tractors” spread, and the doctor’s son, 
Benjamin Douglas Perkins, a university man, like 
his father, carried the message to England. 

That was more than the Connecticut Medical 
Society could stomach, It expelled Dr. Perkins 
and it passed a resolution in words that bristled. 

It said it had learned that the doctor, so long 
in good standing, “had gleaned up from the miser- 
able remains of animal magnetism, a practice of 
stroking with metallic instruments, the pained 
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Thousands Deluded by Absurd 
Mechanical Contraptions Which 


Raise False Hope 


parts of human bodies” and that he had repre- 
sented this technique would “cure the most 
obstinate pain to which our frame is incident.” 

It said, also, that the practice was spreading 
southward and abroad, and it finally declared: 

“This society announces to the public that it 
gonsiders all such practices as barefaced imposi- 
tion, disgraceful to the faculty, and delusive to the 
ignorant.” 

Dr. Perkins was not stopped. His furnace 
glowed. The metal rods sold better than ever. 
They were as handy to have ready as anything in 
a practitioner’s kit, for they were only three inches 
long. One side of each rod was rounded and the 
other side was flat. Each had one pointed end 
and one rounded end. Each on its flat surface 
bore the stamped words: “Perkins’ Patent ‘Trac- 
tors,” and this was no misnomer, for the doctor 
did get them patented. 

Then, flushed by success, praised (as well as 
condemned) in both this country and England, the 
doctor came, as every one does sometime, to a 
circumstance before which he could only cringe 
and not even dare to hope. 

He was in New York, and it was 1799—the 
time when_yellow fever was upon the city. 

It was the dark age in medicine, before Walter 
Reed’s commission in Havana had shown that the 
malady is transmitted by. the mosquito and before 
William Crawford Gorgas had demonstrated that 
yellow fever could be banished by this knowledge. 


HE wonderful tractors worked no wonders then. 

Even Dr. Perkins laid them aside. In their 
place he concocted a medicinal formula for yellow 
fever. It was essentially a mixture of vinegar 
and salt, to be taken in tablespoon doses, diluted 
with three parts of hot water to one of the potion. 

“T am very hopeful about this,” Dr. Perkins 
said—and 2,080 persons in New York, in that time, 
died of yellow fever. Among them was Dr. 
Perkins, 

Students of his strange career think that he 
probably actually believed in the little metallic 
rods up to the time of the yellow fever epidemic. 
Perhaps he did. They think that he even believed 
in the vinegar and salt 
plus hot water up to the 
time when he was dying. 

The American Medi- 
cal. Association § today, 
and the Federal Food 
and Drug Administra- 
tion, come upon his like 
sometimes. They say oc- 
casionaly it is hard to 
decide whether a. pro- 
moter of an illegal gad- 
get is sincere in his lofty 
claims, or not. They go 
on the theory that it is 
only rarely a faker does 
not know he is faking. 


If the magnetic trac- 
tors, whose fame died 
with Dr. Perkins, seem 
to have been a tax on 
the credulity of the pub- 
lic, it is only necessary 
to glance at the work of 
the Food and Drug Aad: 
ministration to see that 
even broader claims are 
made for gadgets today. 

Cure-alls, both mechanical and medicinal, are 
everywhere. Some manufacturers stay within the 
law by not misbranding the product itself. Others 
take a chance, and, although it is hard to make 
out a case against them because of technicalities, 
finally they are nabbed. 

Outstanding in recent cases of misbranding are 
three which were cited to the present writers by 
George P. Larrick, Assistant Commissioner of the 
Food and Drug Administration. 

“One device, the Electric Vital Massager, bore 
a legend which I think is unique,” Mr. Larrick 
said. “Its label declared it would be efficacious in 
the cure, mitigation, and treatment of ‘acute sus. 
ceptibility to worry and anxiety.’ It also was 
said to be good for ‘the inclination to be melan- 
choly,’ and for ‘alcoholism, typhoid fever and 
smallpox.’ ” 

This remarkable device was a plastic rod about 
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five inches long, slightly enlarged and fluted at 
one end, containing a heating element. 

The government, proceeding against it as it 
does in cases of interstate shipment of misbranded 
products, seized a quantity of the product des- 
tined from California to Oregon, and filed an in- 
formation against the shippers, 

That meant it was ready to prove that the 
gadget—whatever merits it did have—did not have 
this versatility. Instead; said the government, 
certain claims on the label and on an accompany- 
ing circular were false and misleading. 

The shippers, the Holdfast Truss Co., a part- 
nership, of Oakland, Calif., entered a plea of “no 
contest” and was fined $250. 

A more elaborate device, in a recent Federal] 
case, was the Electreat Mechanical Heart, and 
even more comprehensive claims were made for it. 

This one was really—if its labeling were to 
be believed—-a masterpiece. The government 
seized six of the things, in Kansas City, Mo., after 
they had been sent in interstate commerce by the 
Electreat Manufacturing Co., from Peoria, Ill. 

Looking over their haul, the Federal men 
found that the “heart” consisted of dry cells, a 
small buzzer coil, and various attachments in- 
tended to apply electrical currents to the body. 

An accompanying booklet gave directions for 
using the contraption for the treatment of mal- 
adies which included these: 

Toothache, tired feet, nervousness, paralysis, 
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Everyone should have a family doc- 
tor. In your community if you want one 
and don’t know how to choose one, com- 
municate with your County Medical 
Society, which will provide you with a 
list of reputable physicians. The society 
is a branch of the American Medical 
Association.

deafness, catarrh, hay fever, asthma, burns, hard- 
ening of the arteries, lumbago, kidney and blacder 
trouble, liver disorders, neuralgia, gout and falling 
hair. 

The able Food and Drug men worked up a 
strong case, and it went to trial in Kansas City, 
the government asking that the seized devices be 
ordered condemned and destroyed because the 
labeling accompanying them bore false and mis- 
leading representations. The court found for the 
government, and in an opinion Said: 

“The extent of the accuracy of the actual 
claims made for the Electreat in the literature ac- 
companying it may be summarized much as one 
of the witnesses expressed it when he described 
a diagram of the human anatomy and the de- 
scriptive: matter with it. This was one of the 
exhibits. The witness stated that there was an 
element of truth in the diagram, the element of 
truth being that the head of the human body was 
on the right end in the picture and the posterior 
appeared in the proper position. 

“From a practical standpoint, the benefit to 
be derived from the use of the instrument was 
tersely stated by one of the several leading phy- 
sicians of Kansas City. He said that the use of 
the instrument would not injure one if there was 
nothing the matter with him, but that if a person 
was suffering from any disorder or ailment, its 
use might and probably would be injurious.” 


ESPITE those hard words, the Electreat com- 
pany filed a motion for a rehearing. The court 
denied it without an opinion, and the decree of 
condemnation and destruction of the “mechanical 
hearts” stood. 

Another device likely to stir hope among suf- 
ferers afflicted by one of a multitude of maladies 
was a Magnetic Ray appliance which the govern- 
ment charged was put out by elderly Frank B. 
Moran, trading as the Magnetic Ray Co., from 
Dallas, Tex. 

The “Ray” was a kind of leather-covered, tubu- 
lar belt, inside of which was a coil of wire, and 
to which was fastened a wire to be connected 
with an ordinary lighting circuit. When so con- 
nected, it would produce a magnetic field. 

When a patient put it on, and plugged in the 
wire, he would feel a: pulsating and supposedly 
beneficial current. ) 

Food and Drug men seized 11 of the gadgets in 
interstate shipment in Muskegon, Mich., and Lake 
Charles, La., together with circulars entitled, “Di- 
rections for Taking Magnetic Ray Treatments.” 
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Some of the New Machines Are 
Weird and Elaborate. They 
Also Are Useless. Usually, Says 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, the Loftier the Claims 
for an Apparatus, the Greater 
the Disappointment of 
the Patient. 
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The circulars were absorbing reading. They 
were false and misleading, the government al- 
leged, because they said the belt would be effica- 
cious in the treatment of many ills, including 
these: 

Bright’s disease, epilepsy, goiter, heart dis- 
eases, tuberculosis, tumors, diabetes, eczema, 
obesity, paralysis, sciatica, anemia and high biood 
pressure. 

Also, the circulars said that the belt would re- 
lieve nervous irritability and increase mental ef- 
ficiency. 

No claimant appeared when the case was 
called, in June, 1942, and the court ordered the 
“Rays” destroyed, with the exception of a few 
delivered to the government. 

For a while Moran was -subdued, Then, the 
Federal men learned, he had hit upon a plan to 
distribute “Rays” under the names of friends. In 
August, 1944, he was taken into Federal Court in 
Dallas on a contempt charge, found guilty, and 
fined $750. 

“Since then,’ said Mr. Larrick, “we haven’t 
heard of any more Magnetic Rays in interstate 
commerce.” 

Still, doctors know that the power of sugges- 
tion is strong and they know that it is made 
stronger by mysterious electric contraptions that 
give off sparks, shocks and heat.

444 WANT you: to send my daughter to a re- 

form school. Then maybe she'll learn that 

she can’t have a temper tantrum when- 

ever things don’t suit her,” a smartly dressed 

woman said recently to Judge Alan Bowie in 
Prince George County (Md.) Juvenile Court. 

Judge Bowie looked thoughtfully at the 
pretty 15-year-old girl before him as the com- 
plaining mother turned her accusations into 
angry questions. a 

“How would you like to have a daughter 
who deliberately smashes the dishes when she’s 
asked to wash them? Am I to blame because 
she plays hookey from school day after day and 
refuses to give any reason for her action?” 

In effect, the Judge’s answer—after a thor- 
ough investigation of the case—was, “Yes, it is 
your fault. You are one of the many parents 
who have failed to do your job. Now you will 
have to pay for that failure.” 

Judge Bowie sent the unhappy teen-ager to 
a state training school for girls because, he said, 
he believed it would: provide her with a better 
home than the one she had, but he ruled that 
the complaining mother must pay $21 a month 
toward her daughter’s upkeep while she was in 
the institution of correction. 

Investigation had disclosed that the mother, 
who had been a widow for four years, was hav- 
ing a clandestine romance with a married man 
and that this affair brought shame and jea'ousy 
to the daughter who longed for affection. 

The girl was expressing her subconscious re- 
sentment by misbehavior at home, and espe- 
cially by breaking dishes which she occasionally 
even threw at her moth~>:.

uted to her desire to check up on her parent's 
whereabouts. 

When the mother has had time to straighten 
out her own life so she can offer the right en- 
vironment and companionship to her daughter, 
the girl, who has made a good adjustment at 
the training school, will be allowed to return 
to her home. 

The ruling that the mother must pay, in 
part, for the training made necessary by her own 
neglect was possible because of a recent special 
act of the Maryland State Assembly. 

The precedent setting case for this unusual 
way of handling ‘delinquent parents” in Prince 
George County was that of four juvenile law- 
breakers who appeared before Judge Arthur P. 
Owens on charges of stealing three cases of 
beer and staging a party at the home of three 
of the boys. 

The brothers, aged 13, 14 and 16, and their 
15-year-old friend, readily confessed to a series 
of shop-liftings and house-breakings over a 
period of two months, 

“These boys were essentially no worse than 
any other boys,” Judge Owens said, “‘but due to 
lack of parental restraint and guidance into use- 
ful hobbies and occupations they turned their 
energies to a search for thrills.” 

He sent all four boys to the Maryland State 
Training School for Boys and ordered the par- 
ents to pay $20 a month toward the support of 
each boy. 

At the school they learned useful trades and 
the three brothers were eaverly awaiting the 
day when they would be releaced and could 
make life a little easier for their mother who 
had a hard time meeting the $60 a month bill 
exacted by the Judze. 


Warrants are no longer issued for juvenile 


offenders in Prince George County, but for their 
parents. 

One 10-year-old girl, concerned by the new 
order, admonished her father who was leaving 
her and her small brother at a late movie, “Now, 
Pop, be sure to come after us before 11.0’clock. 
You Know parents can get into trouble leaving 
their children out on the street at night.” 

In close agreement with the Prince George 
County Judges, and with Maryland’s senior 
parole officer, Roy Bright, who originally pro- 
posed the plan of making parents pay for fail- 
ing to give their children proper guidance, is 
Judge Joseph B. Hermes of the Chicago Munici- 
pal Court who has been dealing with juvenile 
delinquency for 12 years. 

“Who is at fault,” Judge Hermes asks, “when 
a boy of 13, arrested for pilfering, sobs before 
the bench: ‘Send me to the state school; Ill be 
happier there than I am at home where every- 
body is always drunk or fighting?’ ” 

This Chicago Judge recently gave a year’s 
jail sentence to the father of a 16-year-old boy, 
charged with bringing about the downfall of a 
girl two years his junior. 

Questioning of the two youngsters revealed 
that the misconduct had occurred in the boy’s 
own home with his father’s knowledge. 

It is the aim of the Maryland make-the- 
parents-pay plan to impress mothers and fathers‘ 
with the fact that their child is their own and 
not the county’s, Judge Owens explained. 

The Maryland magistrates have discovered 
that a nick in the pocketbook makes the most 
lasting impression. : 

“The plan is wrecking the Juvenile Court 
business,” Judge Owens said, with a happy grin. 
‘“\Where we used to have six cases a week, we 
now have an average of only two.”

ESS than 10 years ago I was the Prime 
| Minister of Lithuania. I presided over 

cabinet meetings in my uniform as general 
and chief-of-staff of the Lithuanian army. 

Now, in America, I operate a machine in a 
small factory in Newark, N. J. My first week’s 
pay check was $32.07, including overtime. 

And I am happy. I have a goal. I want to 
be a citizen of the United States of America 
not a general, not a premier, but a citizen. 

I would rather be a $30-a-week laborer in 
this land of freedom than an emperor behind 
the Iron Curtain. My own country is no longer 
free. Lithuania was annexed by Soviet Rugsia 
in 1940. It is under a Communist dictatorship. 

I have seen dark days in my 50 years. I 
have been hunted like an animal through the 
woods of my own country. My daughter died 
of starvation during the Nazi occupation of my 
country. My brother was deported to Siberia,

never to return, during the Russian occupation. 

So, with the dark years of persecution and 
death behind me, I am grateful for the chance 
to start out afresh in America, far from the 
dictators. I know them too well. 

We Lithuanians know America, too. There 
are one-third as many of our people in this 
country as in Lithuania. 

In Europe I saw the food that Americans 
sent to feed the hungry and the miserable. 
Truly, this is a great and generous country. My 
greatest dream is to be a part of it. 

Nor do I mind working with my hands, 
although my books on technical subjects have 
been translated into many languages. It is not 
the first time I have worked as a laborer. I 
worked as a prisoner in Germany. In England 
last year I worked as a farm hand for the 
equivalent of $12.50 a week. My wife, Veronica, 
who has suffered with me, worked as a maid 
for $8 a week. My son, Vytautas, now 18, milked 
cows in England, seven days a week, for $4.20. 

In a year we saved enough money to come 
to America. We arrived in April, and a week 
later I was working. A metal company in New 
Jersey asked the State Employment Service to 
send them boys and women to do unskilled 
work. I was one of the “boys and women” sent. 

“But we don’t want men,” the president of 
the company told me. “We do not pay big sal- 
aries here. It is unskilled work.”’ 

I laughed. “I can do a boy’s work as well 
as a man’s,” I said. “And I have not been used 
to big salaries, not for a long time.”’ 

So he gave me a chance. Then he gave me 
a raise. Then he gave my wife a job, too. 

Once I was professor of mathematics and Rus- 
sian—-I also speak German, French, Polish and 
some English, in addition to Lithuanian-—at the

general staff college in my native Kaunas. I 
had written textbooks on physics and engineer- 
ing, and hold degrees from universities in France 
and Belgium as well as in Lithuania. 

I was chief of staff of the Lithuanian army 
in 1939 when Hitler seized Memel. In the emer- 
gency that faced us, all political parties merged 
into one. The coalition government named me to 
head the new government. 

I resigned six months later because my gov- 
ernment decided to sign a pact of mutual as- 
sistance with Russia. I knew what would hap- 
pen. I protested, but to no avail. 

What I feared materialized. The Russians 
took us over. They placed their Communist 
puppets in the cabinet. They told us what to do. 
I saw dictatorship begin. My brother, Michael, 
a lieutenant in the army, was deported to 
Siberia. I know now that ’Red dictators are as 
bad as Nazi dictators-—if not worse. A man 
deported to Germany might be found again. To 
Siberia—never. 

But when the Germans invaded our country 
I was only too glad to fight with all our Allies, 
including Russia, against the enemy. We went 
underground. We blew up railways and bridges. 
We resisted in every way we could. In 1944 I 
was captured and taken to Germany. 

My wife and I were liberated by the British 
army coming in from the West. I became com- 
mandant of a camp sheltering Lithuanian dis- 
vlaced persons. Once again I had a position of 
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authority, and my wife and son were with me. 

Still, there was no life for me in Europe. My 
little country had been swallowed up by a 
monster. I could not go home. Only America 
offered freedom. 

The very idea filled us with new life. Per- 
haps it might be possible for us to go to Amer- 
ica. Perhaps I could even become a citizen of 
that great country across the sea. 

By hard work and frugal living my wife, my 
son and I were able to come. Our good Lith- 
uanian friends, Mr. and Mrs. A. S. ‘Treciokas, 
now American citizens, invited us to come to 
their home in Newark. They helped me find 
work. This great country opened its arms to 
us. We knew, at last, we were home. 

My plans? Perhaps after I learn .to speak 
English better (a friend is helping me write 
this) I can make better use of my scientific 
training. I have received a tentative offer from 
a college. I do not know yet what I wili do. 

But I am not worried. If I never leave my 
present job, if I never earn more than $40 a 
week, I am happy. 

It is better to be a worker in America than 
to be the most bemedaled general behind the 
Iron Curtain. Russia can keep my ribbons and 
my medals and my diplomas. In America I 
have the happiness of freedom.

SOUTHERN BAKED HAM 


By JANE FROMAN 
AKE the word of a lady from Missouri, nothing is 


more savory, tempting and satisfying on the dinner 
table than Southern Baked Ham. 
‘which will delight both the man who dotes on “good, 


It’s the kind of a dish 


solid food” and the most fanciful gourmet. 


My mother, once a 
home economics instructor 
at Stephens College in 
Missouri, has adapted the 
recipe for use in the 
present-day kitchen, and 
it is her way of making 
Southern Baked Ham that 
I pass along now. 

Ham 

slices carrot

Scrub ham well and 
place in a kettle. Cover 
with simmering water and 
add carrot, onion, celery, 
parsley, cloves, allspice 
berries and peppercorns. 

Do not permit the water 
to bubble. Onok 25 min- 
utes for each pound of 
medium-sized ham. 

Cool the ham in the 
water in which it has been 
cooked, Then take it from 
the water, remove the skin, 
and spread the ham with a 
mixture made by combin- 
ing the stale bread crumbs,

Many people have several 
pairs, styled to wear on 
the street, on the beach, 
for driving or active sports. 
With the many styles, col- 
ored frames and shapes 
available, it is possible for 
you to have a complete sun 
glass wardrobe. 

Be sure to take good 
care of your sun glasses.

Patterns 

[JSING a pencil and a 

piece of string, com- 
pass like, draw a circle on 
a piece of paper the size 
of your table top, allowing 
two extra inches for seam 
and cording. Cut this out 
and use it as a pattern. 

If your table is aot 
round, you can cut a circle 
from plywood or construc- 
tion board and fasten it to 
the table top with nails or 
screws. 

To make the pattern for 
the flaring skirt, use a 
large piece of wrapping 
paper folded in half to 
make a square of double 
thickness. Mark off inch- 
wide squares with pencil 
and ruler as shown in the 
illustration. These are 
guide. marks to help you 


draw your pattern evenly. 
Fold the circular pattern 
you made from the top of 
your table into quarters 
and fit it into the corner of 
the squared paper. Draw 
around the curve. Measure 
the length from the top of 
your table to the floor and 
mark this dimension off 
the top and the side of the 
skirt pattern as shown. 
Allow a little extra if you 
are turning up a hem. Join 
the two points with a 
curved line, using the 
squares to guide you. 


Sewing 

NFOLD the paper skirt 

- pattern; cut it*‘out twice 
from your material. Join 
the two halves and seam 
the raw edges together. 
Now you have a doughnut- 
type circle of material. 
Turn under the top raw 
edge and baste in place. 

Cording is an excellent 
finish for the seam joining 
between top of table cover 
and skirt. The cording foot 
attachment of yoursewing 
machine makes it easy to 
stitch close to the cord. 

Use other attachments 
also for unusual decora- 
tive touches like ruffling, 
French: pleats, or smocked 
effects on the skirt.
